Harold Weinberg, 
argued that this shortened time 
would imply a second assaaain 
to acoount for three shots in 
this key interval— or Imply an 
earUtr shot. The period at issue 
is Uie time in which, the com- 
mission held, President Kennedy 
and Gov. John M. Connally Jr. 
of Texas were both must prob- 
ably wounded by Lee Harvey 
Ciowaid as a lone assassin. 

Oswald's rifle required 2.3 
second between shots — three 
could be fired in 4 6 ‘seconds.

conducted by Mr. Jim Garrison, 
the Attorney General of New 
Oilcans, has been cleared up. The 
source of much of his information 
is Mr. Harold Weisbcrg, ihe author 
of WhiHNMUth : Re pot t on the 
Warren Conwii.uion. 

Mr. Weisbcrg. who was one of 
the first lo queslion Use conclu- 
sions of rhe Warren commission, 
returned to his home in Maryland 
today after assisting Mr. Garrison 
and his staff. It was not his first 



visit io New Orleans, he svas at 
Mr. Garrison’s side when the in- 
vestigation Was announced. 

His book was not well received 
by the critics, and indeed was 
privsloty pouted afur it had been 
rejected by a number of pub&Lhcrt 
in New York and l.muiou. It U 
rather shrill in tone, but no one has 
questioned his lionojy. 

He has subsequently written two 
more books, Whuen-ash 2. F.BI. 
Secret Service Caver-up. and C.t.A. 
Whitewash : Oxtvtthl in New Orient ia 

It was these two books, with sup- 
portin' documents, which were made 
available to Mr. Garrison.
